EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . This communication is an Examiner's reasons for allowance in response to 
application filed on September 08, 2005, assigned serial 10/523,327 and titled 
"METHOD AND DEVICE FOR CONTROLLING OPERATIONAL PROCESSESES, 
ESPECIALLY IN A VEHICLE". 

2. The preliminary amendment filed on February 01 , 2005 has been entered. 
Claims 1-11 have been canceled. Claims 12-26 have been added. 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

a. After carefully reviewing the application in light of the prior art of record and 
the searches of all the possible areas relevant to the present application, a set of related 
prior art references has been found, but those prior art references are not deemed 
strong to make the application unpatentable. Thus, it is found that the application is 
now in condition for allowance. 

b. Although the prior art disclose several claimed limitations, none of the 
references teaches a method and device for controlling operational sequences of at 
least one component of a vehicle which includes the steps of monitoring a functional 
unit by a monitoring unit, wherein the functional unit transmitting and receiving data 
through at least one connecting unit the is in contact with at least one bus system, 
emitting an error signal having a first value by the monitoring unit if an error of the 
function unit has been detected, wherein the error signal having a different value from 
the first value if an error of the functional unit has not been detected, and applying the 
error signal to the at least one connecting unit to deactivate the at least one connecting 
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unit if an error of tlie functional unit lias been detected, wlnereby tlie transmitting of data 
by tlie functional unit through the at least one bus system is prevent (claims 12 and 21). 
c. Claims 1 2-26 are allowable over the prior art of record (now renumbered as 

1-15.
